Claim Objections 

Claims 1 , 3, 4, 6 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
-As to claim 1, line 9, "the" should be deleted between "whose" and "other". 
-As to claim 1 , line 1 1 , "out" and "put" should be one word. 
-As to claim 3, line 1, "out" and "put" should be one word. 
-As to claim 4, line 1 , "out" and "put" should be one word. 
-As to claims 6 and 7, line 1, to should be inserted between "according" and 
"claim". 

Claims 3 and 4 are objected to because they include reference characters which 
are not enclosed within parentheses "12". 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the gear ratio" in line 6. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the main body" in line 12. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 5-7 recites the limitation "the planetary gear sets". Although claim 1 
introduces a planetary gear set, this is disclosed as a single set, not plural as claimed in 
claims 5-7. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 

rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
